DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on 1 1/2/2010 has been entered and made of record. It 
appear to be a typographical error by not amending claims 15-17 to correct their dependency 
after canceling their based claims. Such error is corrected by the examiner's amendment 
presented in this communication. 

2. In view of Applicant's arguments (see 9-11) with regard to Ward and amendment filed on 
11/2/2010, the rejection of claims 1-5, 7-8 and 14-19 under 35 USC 102 as being unpatentable 
over Ward et al. (USPN 6,061,100) has been withdrawn herein and thus, these claims are 
allowed.
